As to siie and looks, tlie dauntless Sir 
Barton is of medium stalure, but strong and sturdy 
as tliey come, iiiul Man o’ War a dreiidiniiight, of 
tile tjiieeii Eliza lietii tyite, of truly Matterliorn )iro- 
portions. witli all tlie size and strength of a glad- 
iator. 

As a spectacle tlie race will be worth going many 
a parasaiig to see. and liereliy I lieg to extend to 
tlie Kenilwortli executive the lieurtiest of eoii- 
grutnlutions in liaving done tlie best tiling iKissilile 
for tile s|Hirt of racing in Nortli America and also 
for the tiioronglilired liorse interests of tliis conti- 
nent. and it only remains for me to reiterate tlie 
adieu of tliat famous English starter, “Cood-bye, 
liod bless you; ma.v the best horse win.”

'I’he match between these two racers should prove 
one of the greatest s|iorting events of the current 
year. 'I’lie conditiuiis — Man o’ War. a tliree-ycar- 
old. to curry 120 pounds and Sir Barton, u four- 
year-old, 12i> pounds, rain or shine. If one Is in- 
cMiiaeitnted the other to walkover and receive the 
gohl tnipli.v, miiins tho purse— arc also in the 
agreement.
